lescent, when, on tho morning; of Nov. 20, 1
ound among my letters at breakfast ono

from my old friend, Jock Drayton, dated two
davs earlier "On Board the Nomad, Mar.
seilles Harbor," and begging me to go for a
cruise to tho 'Azores with him. His fellow
voyagers, ho wrote, had deserted him at
Malta to go crusading to Jerusalem with
some friends they had met there, and he
urged me to go on this oruise with him as
well on account of my health as on his

I called on my doctor, who agreed with
Drayton that the voyage would set me
squarely on my feet again, and as I knew of
nothing I would Hko better I deoided to go.
I paoked my trunks, took the early train for
Marseilles and boarded tho yacht on the
afternoon of the next day at 5 o'olock, and
by 8 the following morning wo wero under
way.

The Nomad was a schooner of 230 tons,
stanchly built for ocean cruising and lux.
uriously equipped and furnished. Besides
the captain, two mates, steward, cook and
Jock Drayton's servant, she carried a crew of
seventeen men. Her owner was himself an
" able seaman," and his yacht was his home.
He and I were such old friends and had lived
togethor for somany years that we not only
did not fear tiring of each other, but wero
reasonably sure of very good company. On
this occasion, however, we had a companion
in Roy, a tborough-bro- d English mastiff that
Drayton, who was very fond of animals, had
taken to sea with him for the two preceding
years. I never bad appreciated before this
oruise how much of a companion a dog could
be. Boy quits won my heart. Unprejudiced
by my affection for him, I think lie was the
noblest animal I have ever known. Stately,
high-bre- intelligent and lovable, he was
"a gentleman and a scholar" from the let
of his handsome muzzle to iht tip of his
tawny tail.

We ran down tho Mediterranean to the
traits with a fair, fast wind, feeling as we

passed the fortress that we wero well started
on our voyage. But outside on the ocean
iEolua became capricious, as U his wont, and
bestowed his favors elsewhere. From that
time 'on until the nth of December wo
loitered sadly and uneventfully, with light
northerly winds. On tho morning of that
day, however, tho breczo fjeshcaed. aoae--

what, the smooth surface of the sea began to
glitter with little ripples, our spirit rose with
the prospect and soon after 9 o'clock we
sighted a Bail about throo points off the port
bow the only thing, in sight on the broad
expanse of blue, shining ocean. By noon we
had approached the stranger near enough to
seo that she was a brigantine under short sail,
and in a little while we wore within hailing
distance. Taking the glass I made her out to
be a smart-lookin- g and beautifully modelled
craft, and after a few minutes I read tho
name in gilt letters on her quarter as "Emily
Brand." Except her jib and a staysail sho
had not a stitch of canvas set. As I looked
she impressed me with a sense of death-lik- o

stillness, desolation and mystery, and I could
see that her wheel was looso and that thero
was no one on her deck. Tho slight breeze
that still prevailed was from the north, and
the brigantine was on the starboard took,
while the yacht, as she had been for sovcral
days, was on tho port tack.

I handed the gloss to Drayton, who after a
short survey, told Capt. Parker to hail. The
captain, as we neorea her, called repeatedly
in stentorian tones, but no answer camo anil
no sign of life appeared on board tho strange
vessel. Finally, when within about threo
hundred yards of her we shortened sail, had
a boat lowered away and Drayton and I, with
the first mate of the Nomad and two seamen,
rowed alongside. Slowly drifting to leeward,
sho was barely moving, and Jamioson. the
mate, clambered aboard by tho gear of the
bowsprit. Ho threw us a line, and making
the boat fast, wo quiokly followed
him. He and the two men went for.
ware, wbllo Drayton and I crossing
the deck to tho componionway,
which wo found open, entered tho cabiu.
It was empty. The men forward likewise
finding no one we all five searched tho ves-
sel fore and aft, and high and low. Thero
vaanota living being besides .ourselves on
board. She had evidently been deserted.
But why ? Sho was seemingly perfectly
sound, .and we failed to discover the least
apparent cause for her abandonment. Her
hold was exceptionally dry. thero not being
as much bilge in it as would All a hogshead.
Her cargo consisted of casks marked as con-
taining alcohol, all of whioh wero stowed " in
good older and condition" except one
which had been started, The exterior .of

the 'hull above the water line did not ex-

hibit the slightest trace of damage, nor was
there tho least evidence on tho interior
that tbe vessel had been repaired in any way
or was at that time in need of any repairs.

We were substantially satisfied from our
own experience of tho neighboring seas for
the previous ten days that tho brigantine
could not have encountered any seriously
heavy weather. But in addition to this we
found tho decks, masts and spars in excel-
lent trim. , Indeed, even the pitch in the
water-way- s wad intact, which could not
havo been tbe caso had any bad weather
been experienced. Moreover, the deck-hous- e,

constructed of thin planking and six
feet in height abovo tho deck, was also in
perfect condition, thoro not being a crack in
the planking nor even in the paint. Tho
Beamen's chests and the clothing which wero
sound on board wero perfectly dry, some
razors evon being entirely free from rust.

Among the seamen's effects were found a
nnmbor of articles of not Inconsiderablo
value, going to show that the men were com.
paratively well-to-d- o and apparently in a
great measure freo from the too common
prodigality of their class. We also found
that the vessel was amply provisioned and
that she had plenty of good water in her
casks.

Of her cabin I must say that I had no idea
there was a merchantman afloat so comfort-
ably andjattractively'equlpped in this respect.
Tho apartment was large, high and well
lighted, with four staterooms opening from
it two forward and two aft. On oither sido
along the bunks wore broad, thick hair cush-
ions of crimson stuff. In the centre tbe table
with leaves was stationary, while in the space
between tho staterooms forward was a har-
monium, open, and aft, in the corresponding
space, stood a sowing-machln- also uncov-
ered. On a ohalr beside the harmonium lay
several musio books and loose sheets of
musio, and on tho sewing-machin- e wo found
a pattern in muslin, evidently a child's gar-
ment in process of making, besides a small
vial of maohino oil, a spool of cotton and a
thimble, all three in a perpendicular posi-
tion a fact which afforded additional proof
that the vessel could not have encountered
any stress of weather not even enough, d,

to upset these lightly balanced artiolee.
In tho forward port stateroom, under tbo

berth, we found an open box containing
panes of glass paoked in hay and unbroken.
Hanging on the partition opposite the borth.
In the starboard stateroom torn ard, we found
a cutlass of somewhat ancient pattern, which,
on extracting it from its scabbard, I discov-
ered to bo stained with what seemed to mo to
be blood. I called Drayton's attention to
this, and after examining it he agreed with
me and concluded that we had perhaps found
a clue to the mystery. Later along wo
discovered marks on the main rail, appar-
ently of blood, but by that time we had been
forced to give up the idea that thero had boon
any violence on board the vessel by tho per-
fect order in which we found everything on
board. The remaining artiolos of furtuturo
in the cabin were two largo easy chairs up.
bolstered in leather, and and several smaller,
lighter chairs. The carpet was a heavy Brus.
sels, aud the woodwork was painted a nolo,
soft gray, with bluish trimmings. All tho
brass mountings and the lamps wero oright
and shining, and, in fact, the apartment was
pervaded no less by an air of quiet order than
of mystery. It was clear that it had been
occupied in part by a woman and child, and
these we naturally supposed to bo tho wife
and ohild of tbe captain.

Our charts showed that we had boarded
the derelict in latitude 88.20 north, longitude
17.15 west. In its proper place we found her
log-boo- but her chronometer, manifest
and bills of lading were missing. The log
showed that the last day's work of the veisei
had been on Nov. 21, sea time, when the
weather allowed an observation to be t&ken
that placed her in latitude 80.50 north, longi-
tude 37.20 west. The entries on her slate-lo- e

were, however, carried down to 8 o'clock of
the morning of tho 25th, at which hour she
had passed from west to east to tho north of
tho island of St. Mary's (Azores), the eastern
point of which then bore south southwest,
six miles distant. Tbe distance in longt.
tude from the island of St. Mary'u to the
point at which we fell in with tho Emily
Brand is 7.54, the corrected distance of
the latitude from the position last indi.
cated in the log Is 1.18 north, and the brig-
antine had apparently held on hor course for
ten days after the 25th of November, the
wheel being loose all the time. But during
the period from the 35th of November to the
(th of December, tho wind had beea more or

thereforo, that she hod not been abandoned
until several days after the lost entry made
in tho log. Bo that as It may, we were, at the
conclusion of our investigation early in tho
afternoon, utterly at loss to form even tho
vaguest conjecture or theory as to the cause
of desertion of the ship's company presum-
ing them to have loft in her missing boats
or to speculate with any reasonableness upon
tho extraordinary series of facts that I have
related.

Theorizing thus boing idlo, Droyton who
was nothing if not practical when occasion
required, at once set about making his
arrangements to work our prize to Gibraltar.
He despatched tbe mate and tho two men
back to tho yacht with orders to havo Porker
select fivo men from the crow, and to be in
authority as Bailing-maste- r, and send them
aboard tlie brigantine prepared to take np
their quarters. Meanwhile he returned to
tho cabin to look over the log-boo- k again,
and some papers we bad found in the cap-
tain's room, and I went forward to poke
about in tbo seamen's quarters which were to
be oocupied by the Nomad's men.

Fifteen minutes later, standing by the
foremast facing aft, I struck a match to
light my cigar. As I raised my eyes from
doing so, I distinctly saw a man step from
the roil at tho port quarter, move quiokly
across the deck and disappear in the compa-

nion-way. At the moment I vcaught but
the briefest glimpse of his face and figure ;

RlTENnia BANANAS FOR MaRRTT.

The l'rult Itronsjht Green te New York ui
Ilented la Cless Booms.

ported from Baracao.
Ono firm now employs threo steamships

which ply botween Now York and Jamaica,
and aro used solely for tho importation of
fruit, chiefly bananas. These steamers wero
build oxpressly for this business, and are
couatructcd with countless ventilators and
numerous moeablo decks. Tho fruit Is
packed in a rathor peculiar way. The
bunches aro stood on end, and two layers
are thus spread over tho bottom of the vcs.
hnVn linlil when a mnvnbln denk Is fitted
over them. Thon two more layers of the
fruit aro laid down, and so on until the cargo
is complete. A vessel carries from 8,000 to
18,000 bunches per trip.

Tho middlemen in tho banana business
purchase their stock at the wharves as soon
oh tho vessel begins to unload. Thoy buy
from 100 to 1,500 bunches at a time and cart
them immediately to the cellars, where they
aro ripened. Tho banana reaches this
country In an extremely green condition.
Upon reaching these cellars tho bunches are
hung on hooks suspended in rows along the
ceiling. In tho renter of the cellar is a gas
or oil Btovo, which is generally so regulated
as to nreservo a temperature of CO or 70
degrees Fahrenheit. Horo tho fruit ripens
gradually until It is ready for the retailers.

Sometimes, however, when the demand is
largo for tho ripened food,the cellar Is heated
to 76 degrees, and sometimes oven 80 degrees,
but at tliis temperature tho banana is apt to
" cook," as it is called, and lose Its flavor.
In general the temperature of tho cellar is
varied as the condition of tho fruit demands.
If tho fruit is chilled, a high temperature is
imperative.

Somo littlo timo ago wore intro-
duced to tho ripening rooms. In tho top of
tho box is a large apartment into whioh the
ico is put, while underneath long dripping.

of galvanized iron era placed. The
Eans from the gas stove converted tho ice
into water, whioh slowly runs down into tho
pans below. There It quickly ovaporates
and reaches the top of the room where tho
bananas aro hung. This addition was at first
regarded as a great improvement, for it
riponed the fruit evenly and brought out a
golden color on tho skin ; but it was found
that when rlnenod in this manner tho fruit
wan extremely delicate, and that it spoiled
almost immediatety when oxposod to an open
atmosphere.

Tho banana must be nursed as carefully as
a child, Any sudden change of temperature
or exposure to inclement weather is very sure
to produco a bad effect. The fruit may bo
ripened in twenty-fou- r hours from tho timo
of its arrival, but it is muoh better if alongor
timo is taken.

In the transportation of this fruit very
great care is used. Tho bunchos are first
carefully enfolded in papor bags and then
packed in patent heated cars. These cars
contain oil stoves, and are fitted with patent
ventilators, which preserve an even tempera-
ture about the fruit. The demand for ba-
nanas is largost from about April 10 to July 1.
They are the most expensive during the last
two weeks of April. At this time of year the.
middle man has to pay from $2 to 92.87 per
bunch for the best of tbe yellow bananas,
and from 00 cents to $1.50 for tho red ones.
Tho people must pay accordingly.
